In the suit, which will be heard 
by Federal Judge George A. Welsh 
next Wednesday, tin* OPA is s e e k ­ 
ing to recover for the government

triple the

of the alleged 
overcharges, 
and a .sweeping 
in ­ 
junction against Molloy and Brow n, 
restraining 
them 
hereafter 
from 
se lli n g any farm articles over the 
OPA ceiling prices. 
The O PA ’s 
petition 
asks the 
Court to 
hold 
that 
Molloy 
and 
Brown are 
limited 
to 
the OPA 
ceiling prices in their au ctione er ­ 
ing transactions, and to direct them 
to eliminate 
the “delivery price” 
basis, and to discontinue the prac­ 
tice of “tying in" non-rest rioted i m ­ 
plemen ts with those covered by the 
Prire Regulations. 
According to William J. McGln- 
niss, c h ief litigation attorney, Mol­ 
loy and Brown have almost e x clu ­ 
sive domination over the sa le of 
farms and farm machin ery in Bucks 
County. 
.MeGinniss explained that 
the injunction sought by the OPA 
would cover any other sales made 
by these two in 
the 
future, and 
would restrain them from imposing 
a ny “delivery c h a r g es ” on articles 
bought at auctions, 
or 
insisting 
upon any “tying in" agreements, 
requiring bidders to purchase im­ 
plements t h e y would not ordinarily 
want. 
MeGinniss further explained that

13th c e n ­ 
tury Rom anesque Churches of Nor­ 
thern Italy. The walls are of p r e - 
east stone similar to the Travertine 
famous in Italy while the ceiling 
is a sembla nce o f the old ship ca r­ 
pentry used in ch u rch es of the Ro ­ 
mane sque 13th century.

dom inating color is blue—-Christ's 
a sc ensio n into heaven.

altar is of interest as it is of Nu- 
midian marble from Northern A f­ 
rica while above Hie altar hands a 
teak wood crucifix, inlaid with holly 
and a corpus of wood. T he side a l ­ 
tars of French lime-stone, with a 
Rusian Icon for a tabernacle door 
on one side and a French enam eled 
work on bronze on the other bring 
to mind all the nations engaged in 
this terrible conflict, for which the 
pilgrimage is praying.
